WALNUT KIM 


That opening prices for new crop 


walnuts, which, were named by 
the 


California walnut Growers Association 
on Wednesday, reflect better financial 
returns for the entire crop than were 
enjoyed by the growers last year, is 
the assertion of General Manager Carl- 
yle Thorpe. 


The estimated tonnage is approxi- 


mately the same as it was last year and 
prices are 10 per cent higher than they 
were then. This, in the opinion of Mrt 
Thorpe, more than balances the situa- 
tion. 


Opening prices to the wholesale trade- 


we.re announced as follows: 


Number one soft shell, 24V2c. 
Dumber two soft shell, I7c. 
Fancy budded, 28c. 
The crop is estimated by Sales Man- 


ager W. T. Webber at nearly 40,000,- 
000 pounds. Counting the meats which 
•will be obtained "from low grade wal-1 
nuts, he figures that the crop is worth 
between $11,000,000 and $12,000,000. 


While the strength of the market 


would appear to justify higher opening 
prices, Mr. Thorpe, who returned from 
a complete survey of eastern market 
conditions about a month ago, is of the 
belief that the prices just announced, 
are altogether in keeping with sound 
business and are such that the crop 
should be sold out promptly and go 
into ready consumption. 


"It should be borne in mind," Mr. 


Thorpe points out, "that a pound of 
walnuts is not sold until it is eaten and 
the public will not eat walnuts unless 
it regards the price as being fair." 


Today the wholesale price of all food, 


products combined is 33 per cent lower 
than at the corresponding time last 
year. When the price strikes the con- 
sumer as being too steep for his pocket- 
book, regardless of what the wholesaler 
or retailer may be willing to pay, the, 
consumer simply refuses to buy and 
the: walnuts pile up on the dealers' 
shelves. 


The walnut production in this state 


haa bjsen doubling itself every four 
years and foreign 
competition has 


grown to the point where, if California 
walnut growers are to dispose of their 
crops they must adhere to sound busi- 
ness principles and secure the widest 
possible distribution, of the product.

Walnut growers will recall that Gen- 


eral Manager Thorpe and Sales Man- 
ager Webber scored a great victory last 
winter by selling more walnuts in six 
months than were ever before sold in 
a period of twelve; months, despite the 
fact that the trade, because of business 
depression would only buy from hand 
to mouth, 


They sold out the heavy crop com- 


pletely and got rid of a heavy carry- 
over, by literally spreading 
walnuts 


over every sales floor in the country*, 
They even had them displayed in lin. 
gerio shops and furniture stores. ,At 
the end of the season they had sold 
the crop out so clean that a San Fran- 
cisco confectionery firm had to send to 
New York for a carload of California 
walnuts in order to supply its require- 
ments. 


, These results were accomplished when 
prices on other non-perishable crops 
were_ steadily declining because com- 
mercial packers were unable to move 
them ^through the regular channels of 
trade.

FIERCE FIRE 


IN HEART OF CITY 


Spectacular and dangerous, but quick- 


ly subdued through the prompt work 
of the Covina fire department, was the 
fire that consumed the old hay-barn 
in the rear of the Covina Department 
Store Monday night of this vsek, re- 
sulting in the loss of some hay and 
tools and damage to the equipment of 
the Home Telephone Company of Co- 
vina. 


The fire flamed up at 8:45 in the 


evening, immediately lighting the whole 
town and striking terror to business 
men who rushed to the scene with the 
fear that the heart of the city was in 
flumes. The alarm brought the depart- 
ment in the quickesfanswer that effi- 
cient company has made in years, and 
two streams were on the fire in less 
than two minutes after the engine ar- 
rived. The force of the water was so 
great that four men on the hose nozzles 
were thrown about and with difficulty 
kept their feet, but the streams knock- 
ed the old barn down as if giant ham- 
mers were being used. Flaming boards 
and timbers went down 
before 
the 


water so rapidly that in a few minutes 
the fire was flat and confined to the 
ruins. The quick work saved damage 
to the west line of Citrus avenue build- 
ings that were menaced from the rear. 
The intense heat of the day made 
everything as dry as tinder, and a con- 
flagration might easily havo been in 
progress if it had not been for Covina's 
first class fire-fighting equipment. 


J. D. Fields lost a trailer and some 


articles that were stored in the build- 
ing, and a quantity of hay was con- 
sumed. The origin of the fire was not 
determined, but it 
probably started 


from heat combustion. 
The building 


was owned by Charles F. Parker of 


After lying in n. semi-conscious con- 


dition for twelve days as the result 
of terrible burns received when a motor- 
cycle which he was riding burst into 
flames after striking the curb at San 
Bernardino road and Azusa avenue on 
the evening of Saturday, September 10, 
Clarence McCumskey, 17 years old, 
died at the Pomona hospital last Fri- 
day night. An heroic struggle to save 
Lis life, in which a number of physi- 
cians figured, proved unavailing. 


McCumskey's injuries followed the 


wrecking of the motorcycle of Harry 
Dulin, who, while driving the machine- 
and carrying McCumskey as a passen- 
ger, swerved to pass around the auto- 
mobile of F. L. Dingman of Azusa, who 
was just on the point of turning into 
A?.usa avenue from San 
Bernardino 


road. 
McCumskey was caught in the 


wreckage of the motorcycle, and was 
fatally burned when the gas-tank ig- 
uited. 


An inquest was held at the Custer 


undertaking parlors on Monday morn- 
ing of this week, conducted by Cororner 
Frank E. Nance of Los Angeles county. 
Wilfred D. Townsend, a rancher and 
neighbor of the McCumskeys, was pres- 
ent to identify the body, and testified 
that the youth was nearly 17 years old, 
and that he was born in Newcastle,

With 416 carloads of oranges as the 


season's output, the Irvdndole Citrus 
Association has just completed & year 
of the largest output in itS-history, re- 
ports to this effect being presented last 
Saturday at the annual 
meeting by 


Secretary-Manager 
William 
Webster. 


On the basis of 400 packed boxes to the 
car this brings the season's total to 
166,400 packed boxes. 


The association was able to get an 


average of from 65 to 67 per cent pack- 
ed fruit oxit of loose boxes. Manager 
Webster said that the orange tertrix, 
the worm that has been playing havoc 
with fruit throughout the valley, had 
taken a largo toll from: the fruit of 
this association, and had -decreased the 
marketable pack very considerably. He 
considered, however, that the season, 
had been a successful one in the aggre- 
gate. 


Of the 416 cars there- were 200 cars 


of Valencias. The manager said that 
the heat of the past few days had been 
causing the Valencias to^dr&p some in 
the orchards, but did notv?think that 
any large degree of damage had been 
caused. On Monday of .this week the 
thermometers stood at 105 and higher 
in some of the orchards -near the pack- 
inghouse. 


Excellent work is being done by the 


fumigating outfits that have been form- 
ed by the association this year. Thero 
are 1,300 acres from which the fruit 
is packed in this association, and of 
this seventy per cent is being fumigat- 
ed through association management. 


One of the departures of which tho 


association is proud is that of the fin- 
ancing of Mexican labor in such a man- 
ner as to make it possible for these 
laborers to build their own homes. In- 
stead of acquiring land near the pack- 
inghouse 
and 
building 
community 


houses, the association has bought lots 
in Sonoratown nearby, where most of 
the laborers have lived for years, and 
after selling these lots on small pay4 
ments to the laborers, the association 
has found methods of financing the. 
building of modest homes. It was re- 
ported at the meeting that a number 
of these homes have been built, an6T 
that the Mexican labor is therefore 
made much more contented because of 
this opportunity 'to own their own 
homes.

During the past week there :has been 


in session at Columbia university ip. 
New York City a remarkable gathering 
of chemists. The occasion of this has 
been the fall meeting of the American 
chemical society, in joint session with 
the British and Canadian societies of 
the chemical industry. In addition to 
men of national .prominence from this 
country there were several from abroad, 
among whom were Sir Wm. Pope of 
England, and Prof. Ernst Cohen of the 
university of Utrecht, Holland. 
It is 


to Sir Wm. Pope that England and her 
allies owed the development of their 
superior method of making mustard gas 
used in the great war. His method was 
so much superior to that of the Ger- 
mans that it was possible to manufac- 
ture this gas in quantities far in excess 
of those used by the Germans. 


One ^of the most notable addresses 


of the week was by Hon. Francis P. 
Garvan, formerly alien property cus- 
todian and at present head of the 
Chemical Foundation. Mr. Garvan has 
been in a position to know of the acti- 
vities of German agents in this country. 
The Chemical Foundation was organiz- 
ed to purchase from the government 
German patents, and then dispose of 
them to such concerns in this country 
as will put them on a producing basis. 
In'his talk to the chemists he showed 
that the Germans are not idle at tho 
present, time, but are bending all their 
energies . to strangle tho chemical in- 
dustry which has had so wonderful a 
start in this country. 
They are en- 


deavoring to do this by getting unre- 
stricted entrance of their dyes and 
chemicals into this country. 


The society meetings are followed 


this week by tho seventh national ex- 
position of chemical industries. 
There 


are about 450 exhibitors. 
These ex- 


hibits arc all on one floor in the armory 
of the eighth coast artillery. 
They 


are practically all of a chemical or 
chemical engineering nature. They arc 
interesting and instructive and give an 
excellent idea of the rapid progress that 
the chemical industry has made in this 
country since 1914. In connection with 
tho exposition, symposiums are held on 
subjects of a chemical nature. 
Two 


speakers of national prominence have 
been Senator Lenroot and Gen. Amos 
Fries of the chemical warfare service. 


Industrial 
conditions through the 


middle west and east are quiet and easy. 
Due to dull markets and large stocks 
on hand many concerns are either clos- 
ed or operating on a 25 or 50 per cent 
basis. 
There is much idle shipping 


tied up in New York harbor. 
The 


larger and firmly established firms are 
about the only ones operating and 
many of these are only on a 50 per 
cent basis. It has been my good for- 
tune to visit a number of these plnnts, 
among which have been the Staley 
Starch Co., Decatur, 111., Ford Motor 
Co., and ParkrDavis Drug Co., Detroit, 
the Carborundum Co. of Niagara -Falls, 
N. Y.,_ and the Seaboard By-product 
Coke Co. of Newark, N. J. 


The retail fruit markets of the east 


are dominated by fruits from the west. 
There are cantaloupes from Colorado, 
and pears, grapes and citrus fruits from 
California. Grapes are selling frorrvlq 
to 20 cents per pound, and pears from 
5 to 10 cents each. Oranges run from 
50 cents per dozen for the smaller sizes 
to 95 cents for the larger and better 
grades.

25 to 30 cents per dozen. Their quality

three groups: first, $500,000 for educa- 
tional purposes, which is designed prim- 
arily for able-bodied ex-service men, 
the theory br-ing that th'^ federal gov- 
ernment's echicatioTip.i program for dis- 
abled veterans is adequate for their 
requirements; second, $2,000,000 under 
the farm and home purchase act, where- 
uiider disabled men, other things being 
equal, will be given the preference; 
third, $1,000,000 for the farm settle- 
ment act, which'is really a colonization 
policy. 


Under the first of these groups, $1000 


will be expended on the education of 
each designated ex-service man, books, 
fees and $40 a month being provided 
over a two-year period. 


Under the second, successful appli- 


cants will be loaned as much as $7500 
each with which to purchase farms, the 
loan running for a period of forty years 
and bearing 5 per cent interest.

also is possible under this act for an 
applicant to secure $5000, on the same 
terms, with which to purchase a home

of mail transportation, this

vice for Los Angeles, by getting the 
fast mail train into the city an hour 
earlier so that the mail will arrive in 
the postoffice at 12:30 p. m. instead of 
1:30 p. in., and by gaining this hour, 
will go out on the first afternoon de- 
livery instead of missing that impor- 
tant distribution. .

notably after the sun has set. Heat 
radiations from the earth force float- 
ing clouds and fogs upw'ard. Fogs set- 
tle at night, and if they drift inland 
early enough in the evening and in 
sufficient - density they will not bo dis- 
sipated until several hours after ,the 
sun has risen. When fogs do not reach 
inland at all, owing to lack of air cur- 
rent, the result ;is that the sun attacks 
the earth immediately it emerges over 


the horizen. It has all of the early 
hours of the morning in which to beat 
down unshrouded upon the earth. Thus 
we experience a rising temperature over 
8 period of several days, first a clear, 
hot day with no fog, second a clear and 
hotter day, and so on until the wind 
veers and brings in the fog as a life* 
saver.

Mystery surrounds the tragic death 


of Thomas Chaplin, 25 years old, son 
of George Chaplin of Baldwin Park, 
whose discovery in a dying condition 
in the Los Angeles riverbed Wednes- 
day afternoon came too late to save 
his life. 


Chaplin was identified by a key and 


a tag in his pocket which bore the name 
of the San Gabriel Valley Milling Com- 
pany of Covina. 
On his arms were 
'B. H. Compton," 
He was found by

bushes, and had been ill and uncon- 
.scious so long that the ants had eaten 
the skin in large patches from his body 
fill the way from the feet to his head.

police that he had been beaten over the 
head with sonic blunt instrument. The 
police believe that he fell into bad 
company and was knocked out, al- 
though he had not been robbed. About 
eight dollars and his watch and other 
valuables were found on his person. 


The dying man was rushed to the 


county hospital, whcr he lived but a, 
few hours.

It is alleged that Chaplin was a de- 


serter from the navy. He is said to 
have told his father that he would re- 
turn to the navy, and that he left his 
father's house with this alleged pur- 
pose in mind.
